Goethe's hfluencel 
On Literature Ofj 
Italy Pointed 0 u t^ 

Professor IVoad Delivered: 
Final Lecture of Series 
" Last Night 

POPULARITY VARIED \ 



Political Considerations And I 
Translations Tended to' 
' Diniiuisli Interest 

"Goethe in Italian • Literature" was 
the subject choeen by Professor A. S; 
Noad, of the English Department, for 
the final Goethe Lecture of the season, 
delivered last night hi Moyse Hall to 
the Montreal ' Bi-anch of thc,';a6cthe 
Society of America. 

Professor Noad, 'pointed out'-that 
although Goethe during his life-tlh','3, 
and especially after his Italian Journey 
of 1783, took a gi-eat Interest In Italy 
and Italian writers, nevertheless imtil 
the .early , part of the 19th • century, 
Goethe ■ was practically tmknown in 
that country. Tliis condition of af- 
fairs, he staled, was In .part diie to 
the fact that the political considera- 
tions of the time resulted In an an- 
tagonistic attitude in Italy towards all 
German LiteiraCurc. 

j. Few'Tranlations 

Prior to the 19th century there were 
practically no Italian translations of 
Goethe, and very few Italians at that 
time., could read German. It is not 
surprising, therefore, to find a lack of 
interest in Goethe • in Italy' at- this 
time, since his works like all great 
mastci-pleces, - suffer in " translation. 
Professor " Noad considered this as 
proof of the old adage, "To meet the 
giants, we must go to them," 

About. 1835 however, with the flower- 
ing time of Italian Romantlslcm, there 
came a, change. Four editions of 
tioèthe were published in Italian, and 
he became more popular and more 
\videly read than ever before. This 
hitherto unknown interest In German 
literature, especially. poetry,, was the 
9}8WHf'W',M"'fS«» outburst of Italian 
balljwJs and-rfolk^songs Inspired by the 
German .

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Cauadian Symphony 

rpHE symphony orchestra and the radio come to 
■■• the foro again. This time, the impulse is gov-, 
emmental,, and is induced by the Tuesday S to 10 
p.m. concerts" known as the Canadian Symphony 
Houri Actual details about the enterprise are com- 
paratively few, but the value of the project to Can- 
adian people and to Canadian music can be ,csti- 
mated with a fair dogrce of accuracy, and is worth 
a few notes in this column. 

Three or four years ago, visitors to tills coun- 
try from any of the European shores had been 
heard to eicprèss themselves that Canada is a land 
full of promise, but that among other things there 
existed an appalling la<ik of regard for any of the 
finer arts, particularly music. ' Since that time, the 
country's musical education has progresied Im- 
moasuraWy.' a fact dûc greatly. to the radio's In- 
structive powers. "The result is, as has been point- 
ed out in a previous column that in a census of 
tastes, Canadians placed the symphony first. 

n/rusiC lovers, a very much misused term, but 
generally taken as referring to people able to 
listen to Brahms without facial indications of bore- 
dom, liayc one universal habit. They are anxious 
to know thoroughly the music, which they are ac- 
customed to liear, to realize it with all its innuend- 
oes, its special characteristics, and its peculiarities | 
of lenipo. nio European music has sot the pre- j 
cadanï in this respect, by actually knowing the i 
claii^ic works in exactly the manner suggested. He 
has of course lived amidst a cultive vhéi^e music 
Is part of the scheme of things,^ |in^^ able 
to licar it performed by the worW's oji^tfindlng 
artists. 

Until *cry recently, the- Canadian culture has 
not allowed much room for the serious inclusion of 
music. The highest achievements ihaye^^beon by 
foreigners imported to give local .peîfôrmancès or 
instruction, but there has been little that was In- 
digenous to the northern quarter of America. The 
support of a symphony orchestra in Montreal has 
been, and still is to J^i^c .SS^^I&jâSSiË^'^^ matter, 
a fact which proves how ittHef^re^mS the pôopiè 
were to accept . music. The Montreal Olrcheslra, 
the. Torpnto . Orchestras, the Vancouver Orohes' 
tra, and others ln Canada have âône èxcelléht' work, 
as everyone will .-admit, but thelr 'aèopé has. been 
confined, due '.to the? fast Hhat tlje^ liave^bceri able 
to cater only to the small numi>er.o[ people able 
to come to their concerts. 

The radio has enlarged the symphony hall, and 
for the past two or three, years, people who might 
otherwise not hear anything more than the occas- 
sional concert ditty, are now able to hear almost any 
music they can think of, pWcd' W tlil lie^' or- 
ganizations of the ■ continent. United States or- 
chestras, and concert and: operatic groups .have al- 
most monopolised, the high quality performances,— 
the New York Philharmonic, the Philadelphia and 
Rochester Orchestrds and the Métrc^lltt^ arid 
Chicago Operas being most Important. Threè years 
ago, tlie Mon,treal;Orchcatra was,heai4..1n .a, series 
of ten .radio concerts; tecehtly, tlio Vahcouv«u:vOr- 
ohostra .has;^0;hiBàrd|.,.-.:.With all this "knowledge 
at bandj .the Radio. Commission at Ottawavhai, de- 
cided to cater to thOf accredited Canadian .tastes., 
and is providing tho "Oanadian Symphonjs Hour."

'JpHE results of this broadcast should bo very di- 
rect. The performances may not be al^le to 
measure up to those of American orchestras of long 
establishhhhhhhhhhmhteth hmh limh mtittih m- 
cstablishnicnt, but if they arc of ahy value, they 
will Incite enough pride in the hearts of Canadians 
to arouse their interest and to maintain it at a keen 
pitch. The value to muiio itself will only; "be forth- 
coming If these broadcasts are made 'tt| p^MSieh t 
feature of Canadian programs. Then' 
induce a creative desire among , CanadiwTxcrmpBs- 
ers, who will find a proper outlet for thel^ efforts, 
one best able to display them to the public. 

The eventual result of this_ nationalliation of 
part or aJl of radio may load to' the establishment 
of a national symphony qrchestrj.

rpiiE ROWING CLUB was founded in 1925 to Introduce the sport to Mc- 
Gill and to aid in the development of intercollegiate rowing In Cai^ada. 
In the ensuing eight years Dave Logan and his co-workers in this effort 
have witnessed ;,the progress of the cliib to its present established position 
and tiie growth "of tho McOlil- Varsity Boat Race into an annual spectacle 
enjoying prestige and public patronage almost cquàl to that accorded the 
gi-cat rowing classics of other countries. 

McOlll's position in the rowing world Is well-established. .Red crews 
have a . glowing record in tho Ëastérh..^^nRdit; and Dominion Champion- 
ships where the pick of Canadian 'anS^Amerin crews are entered. - Oijr 
llghtwclgiit crews have to thèir credit five Dominion championships, beat- 
ing on one occasion the u. s. national champions and setting up the ex- 
isting Canadian record in the 140 poiUnd Olàss. A McOlii four represent- 
ed Canada at tlie British Empire Games Of 1930, placing a close secohd to 
New Zealand. 

Novices Improve Rapidly 

It is noteworthy that a number of these triumphs have been scored by 
nôvice oarsmen, men who had no conception of the technique of the sport 
two months before Coach Molmans sent them into tiio championship re- 
gattas. McGlU's record sliows that any min of good physical development 
can, if he applies himself, be cbached by Urbain MoUnans up to châmp- 
lonshlp calibre. 

In Intereollegiate rowing, McOIU's light crews h^ve always suffered a 
weight handicap, though they have beën.sutccéasful tv^cé in the seven 
races to date. To oi>viate weight dlswg mwc les in futui'e, it is now planned 
to stage McGill- Varélty racés iii t^PmSfw^lght classes, l4o lb., 15Ô lb., 
and open, with the Intercollegiate roT^Ing cHamiplonshlp to go to the win- 
ner of two events. 

Adequate Coaching Assured 

"Thui undergraduates of any weit;ht idiould have the chance t^ make 
the Intercollegiate crew In tl»eir 6wn class. Only by the active' participa- 
tion of thirty or more men during the summer, however, can fast crews be 
developed, competitive experience galhèd, and the intercollegiate "barbèr- 
po|e" brought back to McOilL The club executive does all In Its powèr to 
afford the necetsAry training faoillties and adequate coaching Is asiured 
every !candidite. 

The rowlnit club is. not under the direct administration of the Univer- 
sity Athletic Bàard, though it receives the greatest help and encourage- 
ment from that body. Dlrèctloh of activities is carlièd on by an execu- 
tive' comprising graduate and undefgradiiate oarsmen, men well-experi- 
encecf in the lî^àny pt-oblems pécidiàr to a rôidnè club and devetid to the 
interests of tiie sport. 

It Is the aim of the present executive to reduce the cost of participa- 
tion in rowing to a scale compatible with that obtaining in other univer- 
sity athletic^. Present plans call for summer traitiihg réstH^ted to even- 
ing .practieés, tliùs avoiding thei^we^^^or living .to 
houte wltii the attendant expe^^^i^^t of 'summe^ 
ihéréifore be cohflhèd to tÀê transportation bètween Montréal and' the 
rdwihg quarters, of not more than $ 8 .M^pé ^^

Hodgins Portrays 
Numerous Canadian 
Humourists 

Many Little Knowu >^rilers 
•Described at Literary" 
Society Tonight 

HALIBURTON PIONEER 

Speaker Considers Leacock 
Best Known Outside 
Of Canada 

"Canadian Humor," was' the sub-j 
ject, last night, of Professor Norrisj 
Hodghis' address to the St. James 
Literary SocieCi'. 'This aspect of 
Canadian literature is little knonn 
even to those who take an interest in 
Canadian Literature, stated the Pro- 
fessor in his opening remarks. 

It is thought by many that there 
is no Canadian Humor. To decide 
this, the speaker, said, that ^we must 
takis into consideration irhether Can- 
adian Humorists are tiiose who write 
only in Canada, or whether we are 
to include those who write for publi- 
cation In other countrle;;. If we cut 
.out the latter, we limit ourselves to 
tlio|s« writers whose Trorics were con- 
sidered uiaworthy of publication out- 
side Canada, Professor Hodgins, . In 
dealing with his subject, included 
tiioié' humorists who lived arid wrote 
Jn Canada. ■ j-^ ' 

Hailburton Great lîtùnorist 
The greatest humorist Canada has 
ever had, in tihe opinion of the speak' 
er, was T. O, Hailburton, often called 
the Father of daçtadian humor, sè- 
sldes this, he takes an -important' 
place in literature in general, even 
though .his wit is considered by some 
to be a little old fashioned, his books 
cire packed with good stories, .His 
writings are thought by some to have 
greatly influenced the books of later 
authors, Dickens and Mark Twain 
are among those whose works 'show 
sigps of this influence. 

Professor Hodgins then proceeded 
to outline briefly and in chronologic- 
al order, the outstanding Canadian 
humorists, which were as follows: 
William Dunlop, a Scotchman by 
birth, who wrote a book of amusing 
reminiscences of the war of 1812, -in 
which he served as a surgeon. ' ' 
W, H. Fleet was a Montrealer, who 
wrote aath-es on the goveniment of 
his time, James De Mille, who ob- 
tained his, humorous eflects by exag- 
geration and nonsense : of some \kind 
or other, wrote the Dodge CIuIj, whloK 
was .very similar in content and por- 
trayal to Mark Twaih's "innocents 
Abroad."
